Dr^ Kotsehnig Spoke At 
Supper-Meeting In 
Stratheona Hall 

German National Socialism started 
with the Treaty of VersaUles" stated 
Wftlt Kotehnig at a supper given 
yesterday in Stratheona Ban. 

Since it was the Republican leaders 
who had signed that treaty they were 
.discredited. Economic conditions and 
thé ilove for authority inherent in the 
Géman' character wâe other f acton 
that led. to the rise of Hitler. ' The 
lalier's personal magnetism and his 
understanding of crowd psychology 
are' rematkabie. While Hitler has the 
suivort of thé masses there are de- 
velophig in the Nazi party, two sec- 
tions, the right and the left wings, 
and whether .the one ,or ihe other 
wins will determine in the future 
whether we wiU have peace or war in 
the ^future. With the better under- 
jrtandlng 'In the Balkan countries and 
the' genuine desire of the masses to 
Improve their lot, there is chance for 
'peace. The speaker answered many 
4ttéstlon8 at the conclusion. ,

Eugenics, has many ,opponenu,' but none' so 
categorical as ; the : Roman Catholic Chnrch, which 
speelfically condemned eugenics -in . March, 1931. I 
thought it might be li>teresting therefore to study 
its vie\n;>oint as reflected in an elaboracc series of 

articles by a Medical Student of Quebec Unlveniity.

' Oalfam's laws, based on observations directed at 
illustrious men of his time and History, on stu- 
dents, on. pure-bred hoi^ses. pedigreed, dogs, etc., 
were three in number: ancestral lawii; i/istlribùtion 
of family characteristics; retrogression- laws. These 
laws, were found too. arbitrary -.as. - proved by the 
w:drks of the Moravianl MwA !fHwid<U,' on yegg- 
table heredity; and conbem^^^^^Usts sought 
immediately to narrow the fiewforleagenlcs. Oal- 
ton nevertheless (who died in 1911) continued his 
labours and founded wlitb Pearson, an eugenic
